V — 50 feet of the scene 
of the explosion is more 
than $900,000,000 in gold 

bullion and coin, the greatest 

amount of the metal in any one 
place on earth. 

This great store of gold is be- 
ing transferred from the Sub- 
treasury vaults to the newer and 
larger vaults of the new assay 
office, which adjoins the Sub- 
treasury to the eastward on the 
north side of Wall street. The 
transfer is being made by means 
of a wooden chute which spans 
the 20-foot alley between the 
two buildings, the gold bars, 
each worth $6600, being slid 
across in boxes on a traveling 
belt.

The attempt of the German-American Citizens’ League to organize German-Amer- 
ican voters to prevent the election of Governor Cox to the Presidenc y is arousing liv ely in- 
terest in both camps. “The hyphen, that detestable phenomenon of | Ameri ican society, is 
again lifting its hydra-headed hideousness and discharging its venom,” exclaims the Louts- 
ville Courier-Journal (Dem.). “There is evidence of a strong and highly organized: pro- 
German movement in favor of the election of Senator Harding,” declares the Indianapolis 
News (Ind.). Interpreting the resolutions passed by the ‘German-American Citizens’ 
League, George Sylvester Viereck, editor of The American Monthly, in the columns of his 
magazine declares that “The Democratic candidate is impossible. He is the candidate of 
Woodrow Wilson and the League of Damnations. The Republican candidate is distinctly 
the lesser of two evils. His speech of acceptance is not without merit.” 

On the other hand, Senator Harding, in .a statement which the Democratic New 
York Times concedes to be “proper enough so far as it goes,” warns fhese German-Amer- 
jcan supporters that they must not think of him as favoring any class or race among our 
citizens. Among other German-American papers that disavow a German-American vole 
is the St. Louis V} eslliche Post, which states that this paper “does not recognize any hy- 
phen vote,” and predicts that Americans of German descent will vole as any other Amer- 
ican, “every one according to his own personal convictions as lo which one of the two can- 
didates stands higher for pure, unadulterated Americanism.”

GET BEHIND THE GOOD ROADS. 

Fourteen organizations have indorsed the proposed 
$60,000°000 bond issue for good roads, among them 
being the American Legion, the State Federation of 
Labor and the State Bankers’ Association. 

Such indorsement shows the breadth of public sen- 
timent back of this project. The same point was 
given reassuring emphasis earlier in the week by 
the action of the two major political parties in pledg- 


ing their support in their platforms. 


It would be a fatal mistake, however, to relax ef- 
forts in behalf of this proposal or to become over- 
confident because of no apparent opposition. Maj. 
liawes pointed out to the convention of the Missouri 
Good Roads Federation that of 54 amendments sub- 
mitted in recent years, only two have carried. That 
is a formidable percentage to face, but it must be 
faced and overcome. 

As a part of the fight for good roads it might be 
well for every organization in the State to go on 
record for the adoption of this amendment. Possibly 
in every organization there are members opposed to 
it. They are not opposed to good roads—that day 
but are opposed to this plan.

To be sure, | 
when things get so putrid that this ideal citizen's 
conscience will not permit him to vote the ticket, it 
may be permissible to split it, but those times are 
infrequent. An unthinking habit of voting the ticket, 
once acquired, seldom has any interference from con- 
science. 

The self-interest that dictates this advice should not 
be lost sight of. It is deplorable advice to be given by 
a leader to the women of the country on the thresh- 
old of new responsibilities. 

Mr. Warren G. Harding to the contrary notwith- 
standing, it is to the independent voter that the 
brightest political achievements of the past are to be 
credited and on whom the surest hope of future ac- 
complishments rests. 

Because of the independent voter’s obstinacy in 
refusing to support unfit candidates and parties com- 
mitted to unwise policies, the fellows who counsel 
voting her straight have been compelled to put up 
fit candidates and turn to policies of safety and pub- | 
lic benefit. | | 

Because at the polls he penalized inefficiency, the 
party leaders have reluctantly been forced to look to 


efficiency in their service. 

Because he revolted from iniquitous records, office 
holders and their partisan sponsors have been com- 
pelled to take heed as to what they did and as to what 
they countenanced. 

More should be heard of independence in politics, 
not less. Rational independence in voting is the | 
more to be paraded, not to be decried. The best citi- 
zens, men or women, are those who take into public 
affairs the same intelligence and discrimination and 
critical attitude as to quality of service which they 
ordinarily adopt as guides in private affairs. 

Unless the women adopt the rule of reason and in- 
dependent judgment in voting, they are going to dis- | 
appoint expectation, are going to disappoint them- | 
selves.

The League of Nations, Gov. Cox pointed out in a) 
speech at Walla Walla, Wash., is the product of cer- | 
tainly “no less than 500 of the best. minds in all the 
civilized nations.” Among the authors Mr. Cox in- 
cluded former President Taft, whose four amend- 
ments were adopted; former Justice Hughes, who sug- 
gested seven amendments, five of which were accept- 
ed, and Elihu Root, who proposed six amendments, 
the substance of five of which was incorporated into 
the covenant. 

Another American name that Mr. Cox might prop- 
erly have mentioned in connection with the League’s 
authorship is Theodore Roosevelt. For the cove- 
nant undertakes what Roosevelt said would be a 
“master stroke’’—namely, a concert of nations com- 
mitted to peace and providing the méans to enforce 
its decrees. 

The partisan political opposition to the League of 
Nations defines the instrument as “Wilsonism.” Their 
hatred of the President is openly professed. With 
that the public need not be concerned. But the im- 
pression they seek to give, that the covenant is sole- 
ly the work of Wilson is absurdly wrong. “We fight 
Wilsonism,” exclaimed Senator Lodge the other day, 
but that is not true. In fighting Wilsonism the en- 
emies of the covenant are fighting the work of 500 of 
the best minds in the world. 

That isn’t all. In fighting the League of Nations 
Mr. Harding and his comrades in the battalion of 
death are fighting the hope of the world. The world 
is weary of war. It is “tired of tears and treasons.” 
It dreams of a just and lasting peace. The League 
of Nations is the one practical method yet devised 
Which promises the consummation of that dream. 

That is what the enemies of Wilsonism are fighting.
